PACIFIC FIR GOES 
TO NEW YORK FAIR 


NEW YORK (S p ecia l 
).—“ Good old 
Douglas fir” from the Pacific Northwest 
will prov ide the foundations for the most 
spectacular of wonders at the New York 
World’s Fair of 1939. 
This was learned when the Fair Corpo­ 
ration offices in the Empire State build­ 
ing announced the purchase of more 
than $100,000 worth of fir pilings from 
the National Pole Treating Company 
This particular lot of fir sticks will be 
I driv en into the ash fill of the 1216H-acre 
exposition site to guarantee the support 
of the two unique structures forming 
the Theme Centre of the “ Nation’s Fair “ 
These are the 200-foot Perisphere, a 
globe seemingly supported on the waters 
of fountains, and the Trylon, a 700-foot 
triangular needle or beacon and broad­ 
casting tower. 
Shipments of the 1260 sticks, 95 to 99 
feet in length, are taking place this 
month, after creosote treatment has been , 
accorded them either at the National Pole I 
and Treating Company’s plant at Hill- 
yard, Washington, or at the Minneapolis 
yards. 
This is the Fair’s second purchase oi 
fir from Northwest sources. An order 
for 770 sticks of similar length was filled 
early this v ear from Oregon cuttings. 
This earlier shipment of piling supports 
the Fair’s $900,000 Administration Build­ 
ing already <erected on the grounds.

NEW YORK ('Special).—Illinois-made 
fencing is being shipped to the New 
York's World Fair for enclosure of the 
389.8 acres comprising the central ex­ 
hibit area. This was learned when 
Grov er Whalen, President of the Fair 
Corporation, announced the award of a 
first fencing contract to the Cyclone 
Fence Company, whose New York of­ 
fices are at 370 Lexington Av enue. 
Officials of the manufacturing firm 
announced that its Waukegan plant was 
shipping the fencing and that installa­ 
tion would start as soon a the first steed 
reached the 1216Mr-acre exposition site 
on Flushing Meadow. 
The contract price of the nine-foot 
steel fence installed, complete with gates 
and concrete footings at ten-foot centres, 
as deriv ed from figures submitted by 
pre-qualifted bidders, is $32,812. About 
three miles of fence aTe required to en­ 
close the central exhibit area along three 
sides and down to the Flushing riv er 
Immediate enclosure of the tract was 
made necessary, Mr. Whalen said, by the 
great and v aried construction work that 
is already taking place on the site two 
years m adv ance of the Fair’s opening 
date. The niinois-made fence will in­ 
close all of the Transportation Zone of 
the exposition and the area that will be 
dominated by the two Theme Centre 
wonders, the Perisphere and Trylon.

It has 
a sawed-off tower arrangement on one 
end. Some sections of its walls are daz­ 
zling under the sun and are. obv iously, 
encrusted with bits of broken glass, its 
four walls, in fact, comprise 43 differen: 
set-ups of material, supports and surface 
coatings. When its day is done it will b e 
made to collapse by the turn of a screw 
The unique building is typical of noth 
ing other than itself, say Fair officials, 
since it is just a set of walls, upon which 
to try out the merits of v arious types of 
wall coating and stucco treatments 
The durability, appearance and struc­ 
tural peculiarities of walls are of grea: 
importance to the Fair, since its 30C 
buildings will gequire around 15.000,000 
square feet of such enclosures. 
The interior of this “ wall laboratory 
is giv en ov er to the Corporation's illumi­ 
nation engineers and their experimenta­ 
tion with new lighting dev ices.

So ldier-Pa inter 
TF YOU think of a painter as an 
* impractical idealist, rev ise that 
v iew before apply ing it to Charles 
Willson Peale. Born in Mary land in 
1741 he was apprenticed to 
a sad­ 
dler at the age of thirteen and was 
su ch a good work man that he won 
his freedom by the time he was 
twenty . 
Then he went into bu si­ 
ness for himself and later formed 
a 
partnership 
with 
a 
chaisemak er 
who promptly absconded with all 
of the firm’s money . 
To get ou t of 
debt Peale nex t tried clock and 
watch mak ing and set himself u p 
as a silv ersmith. 
Becoming interested in painting, 
Peale took lessons from a Swedish- 
American artist and paid for them 
with a saddle which he had made. 
Nex t he spent two y ears stu dy ing 
u nder Copley in Boston and then 
went to England to learn more 
from the famou s Benjamin West. 
Retu rning to this cou ntry a few y ears 
before 
the 
Rev olu tion, 
he 
be­ 
gan painting portraits of Colonial 
celebrities, one of which was des­ 
tined to mak e him famou s. 
It was 
the pictu re of a y ou ng colonel in 
the Virginia militia named George 
Washington. 
At the ou tbreak of the Rev olu ­ 
tion Peale, who was an ardent pa­ 
triot, organized a company of mi­ 
litia and became a captain. For the 
nex t three y ears he mix ed painting 
and soldiering, winning distinction 
in both. 
Nex t he went into poli­ 
tics and in 1779 and 178 0 serv ed as 
a m em ber of the Pennsy lv ania as­ 
sembly . 
After the war, Peale gathered to­ 
gether all of the portraits of Rev o­ 
lu tionary leaders he had painted— 
inclu ding sev eral of Washington— 
and started a pictu re gallery in 
his home, which was so popu lar 
that he had to seek larger q u arters. 
In 18 02 he opened the famou s Peale 
mu seu m on the second floor of In­ 
dependence hall. 
There he ex hib­ 
ited not only his paintings bu t also 
a rem ark able collection of natu ral 
history specimens he had collected. 
At the age of eighty -one Peale 
tu rned from portraitu re to paint re­ 
ligiou s pictu res. 
When he died in 
18 27 he left behind him a collection 
of 
269 
portraits 
and 
historical 
scenes as a memorial to one of 
Am erica’s 
greatest painters 
and

Soldier-Painter 
TF YOU think of a painter as an 
A impractical idealist, rev ise that 
v iew before apply ing it to Charles 
Willson Peale. Born in Mary land in 
1741 he was apprenticed to a sad­ 
dler at the age of thirteen and was 
such a good workman that he won 
his freedom by the time he was 
twenty . 
Then he went into busi­ 
ness for himself and later formed a 
partnership 
with 
a 
chaisemaker 
who promptly absconded with all 
of the firm’s money . To get out of 
debt Peale nex t tried clock and 
watch making and set himself up 
as a silv ersmith. 
Becoming interested in painting, 
Peale took lessons from a Swedish- 
American artist and paid for them 
with a saddle which he had made. 
Nex t he spent two y ears study ing 
under Copley in Boston and then 
went to England to learn more 
from the famous Benjamin West. 
Returning to this country a few y ears 
before 
the 
Rev olution, 
he 
be­ 
gan painting portraits of Colonial 
celebrities, one of which was des­ 
tined to make him famous. 
It was 
the picture of a y oung colonel in 
the Virginia militia named George 
Washington. 
At the outbreak of the Rev olu­ 
tion Peale, who was an ardent pa­ 
triot, organized a company of mi­ 
litia and became a captain. For the 
nex t three y ears he mix ed painting 
and soldiering, winning distinction 
in both. 
Nex t he went into poli­ 
tics and in 1779 and 178 0 serv ed as 
a member of the Pennsy lv ania as­ 
sembly . 
After the war, Peale gathered to­ 
gether all of the portraits of Rev o­ 
lutionary leaders he had painted— 
including sev eral of Washington— 
and started a picture gallery in 
his home, which was so popular 
that he had to seek larger quarters. 
In 18 02 he opened the famous Peale 
museum on the second floor of In­ 
dependence hall. 
There he ex hib­ 
ited not only his paintings but also 
a remarkable collection of natural 
history specimens he had collected. 
At the age of eighty -one Peale 
turned from portraiture to paint re­ 
ligious pictures. 
When he died in 
18 27 he left behind him a collection 
of 
269 
portraits 
and 
historical 
scenes as a memorial to one of 
America’s 
greatest painters 
and 
also one of her most v ersatile 
geniuses.
